Rev. Baker 
then in a few words presented Rev. Ellerby as the speak- 
er of the hour. Rev. Ellerby rose and thanked the Asso- 
ciation for the honor bestowed on him to deliver the In- 
troductional Sermon. He announced his text from the 24tn 


chapter of St. Luke and the 42nd verse — And they gave 
him a piece of broiled fish and of an honeycomb. Subject: 
Tarry for Fitness. Rev. Ellerby was brief in his discussion 
but made a great impression. The finance committee then 
came forward and lifted the offering, which was $2.65. 
Adjourned for dinner. Benediction by Rev.. Baker 

Friday 2:30 P. M. 

Called to order by the Moderator. Devotions conducted 
by messengers from Union, Oakfield and Union, Molino 
and First Baptist, New Warrington. After which the 
meeting was turned back into the hands of the Moderator. 
The first division of Psalms was repeated in concert, 
then a short song service was conducted by the Music Di- 
rector. Rev D. W. Webb then ascended the rostrum to 
discuss — He is wonderful in his Career. Rev. Webb de- 
clined and asked that Rev. Hawthorne would discuss the 
subject in his stead. Rev. Hawthorne kindly consented 
Rev. Hawthorn made a brief discussion and left a very fa- 
vorable impression 

After brief comments next claimed attention was report 
°f officers. The Moderator then turned the meeting into 
the hands of the President of the Sunday School Conven- 
tion, Rev. J. A. Clausell. The following officers made 
their report: 

The Corresponding Secretary— after hearing report, on 
motion same was adopted. The District Missionary then 
began reading his report and said report was held up for 
the time being. The matter pertaining to the change of 
title of the Moderator on the program which was discussed 
at length in the morning session. It was moved and second- 
ed that the name of Rev. M. S. Young as Moderator of the 
First West Florida District Baptist Association, be struck 
out of the minutes of this session ; that the name of the for- 
mer Moderator be inserted instead. A substitute motion 
was offered that the name of Rev. M. S. Young would re- 
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main as Moderator on the program and go down in the 
minutes of this* session. Substitute carried. The District 
Missionary then proceeded with his report. On motion 
same was adopted. 

The Secretary and Treasurer then rendered their re- 
ports ; same was held on the grounds that there was $50.00 
of State Convention money involved by the former Moder- 
ator. After a lengthy discussion on the matter, it was 
moved and seconded that the matter be referred to a com- 
mittee. A substitute motion was offered that the former 
moderator be granted the honor of reporting to the Asso- 
ciation as Moderator.

Friday 8:00 P. M. 

Called to order by the Moderator. Short song service 
was conducted by the Music Director. After which a 
Short but inspiring program was rendered by the John the 
Baptist church* Deacon Cotton extended words of wel- 
come^which were responded to by Mrs. K. R. Jackson. 
Rev. vx. W . Lovett then ascended the rostrum accompanied 
hy Re\, J. S. Johnson. Rev. Johnson read for scripture 
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lesson the first chapter of St. John; then sang — I Heard 
the Voice of Jesus Say, which was sung with the spirit. 
Followed with prayer by Rev. Johnson. 

Rev. Johnson in very fitting words presented Rev. Lov- 
ett to preach the Educational sermon. Rev. Lovett rose in 
a very pleasing manner and announced his text from the 
11th chapter of Matthew and the 29th verse. Take my 
yoke upon you and learn of me, for I am meek and lowly 
in heart, and ye shall find rest unto your soul. Rev. Lov- 
ett was very brief in his discourse and very forceful ; he 
la d much stress on learning more about Jesus Christ. 

After brief comments Rev. Claused came forward and 
made the appeal for education which amounted to $17.00. 
After announcements by the Pastor, meeting adjourned. 
Benediction by Rev. Lovett. 


Saturday, June 12 

Called to order by Vice Moderator, Rev. E. V. Wilson. 
Devotions conducted by messengers from Sixth Avenue, 
Pensacola and Pine Level, McDavid. After which the 
meeting was turned back into the hands of the Moderator,- 
The Music Director then directed a short song service. Af- 
ter which the Moderator called for the reading of Friday’s 
journal. Same was read and adopted with the following 
corrections, that a motion be inserted in the minutes from 
Friday’s journal pertaining to the Introductional sermon. 
Next claimed attention was the report of Trustees, The 
report of the Trustees was read and on motion same was 
adopted, with the following Trustees elected : Rev. D. W.

Article VI— The Truitee Board 

This Association shall have a Trustee Board, consist- 
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in cr of nine (9), and one Financial Agint, three (3) Trus- 
tees of whom shall be elected at each Annual session of 
the Association, said Board to have control of the educa- 
tional work of the District. This Board shall also be as- 
sisted by an Extension Board of twenty-five members, 
elected by the Association as follows — nine (9) for one 
vear, ekht (8) for two years, and eight (8) for three 
years. Each officer and each member of the Board are 
u^sessed $5.00 annually. 

Article VII — Its Duties 

Section 1. This Board shall elect all teachers, pay 
them off, and s^e after the indebtedness of the school. 

Section 2. All moneys received from any source shall 
be turned over to the Treasurer of the Board, and paid 
mit by authority of the Board. 

Section 3. The duty of the Financial Agent shall be 
to travel in the interest of the West Florida Baptist Acad- 
•my, and collect funds, and report same to the Trustee

Article VIII — Membership
